Gentlemer of the Council and House of Representatives: 

As it becomes my duty to inform your Hon. Bodies of 
the Indian depredations committed in the county of. Va- 
lencia, I now do it in conformity with the reports to me 
made on the 7th of November, 1865. 

A report was forwarded to me by the justice of the 
peace of precinct 11 (Belen), that on the 28th day of the 
month of October last, a party of Apache Indians attack- 
ed four peons of Don Antonio.

Don José Jaramillo, of Los Lunas, and nine burras

Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives : 

I have the honor to acknowledge thé receipt of your 
Joint Resolution asking me to furnish a statement of the . 
_ Indian depredations, etc., on record in my office.» In re- 
ply to your request I would most respectfully state that 
the following is a summary. of the depredations of Indians 
reported as committed in New Mexico., From the year’ 
_ 1846 to the year 1856 it is reported that damages were 
- incurred by 244 persons, who lost 150,231 sheep, 883 
horses, 761 mules and asses and 1, 234 cows, the sworn 
value of which 1 is $502,986 68. 


From 1856 to 1862, scarcely a report of depredations 
by Indians. is on file in this. office during the five years 
when there was no law of the: Territory requiring reports 
of depredations, I have no doubt that: more than a half 
million of dollars worth of property was destroyed by In- 
dians. After the passage -of the law in J anuary 1862, 
which required Probate Judges to report Indian depreda- 
tion in their respective. counties-to the-Secretary of the 
Territory up to the close of the session of the Legislaturé, 
February, 1864 the reports are, as follows :. : 


90 persons killed; 381 persons wounded; 20 citizens 
taken captive, and the following animals stolen, viz : 748 
. horses, 3,626 cattle ; 42,044 sheep; 254 mules; 20,705 
goats; 78 burros and 2,103 other animals, oxen etc. The 
total sworn value of which amounts to $397,233,92. 
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_ During the year past I have received the following of- 
ficial reports in regard to Indian depredations, viz : 

From the Probate Judge of Santa Ana county; lost 
by citizens of that county 62 head of cattle au at $2,- 
730 00. ` 
From the Probate J udge of R county : 6I mules, 

31 horses, 164 head of cattle, 700 sheep and one burro, 7 
valued at $31,865 00. ` 


The depredations of the last two reports were commit- 
ted within the last few months, | : 


Total amount reported up to this date, 1,672 horses, 
1,155 mules and asses, 7,189: cattle, 20,705 goats, 192, - 
975 sheep, valued at $934,814 60, almost a million of 
dollars, also, 90 persons killed, 31 wounded and 20 tak- 
en: captive. The detailed reports are on file in my'off- 
ice and are subject to the inspection of the members of 

our honorable body. 


I would respectfully call the attention of your hotior- 
able body, to the fact- that we have within the limits of 
New Mexico, nineteen towns entirely occupied by Indians 
who are partially civilized. The population of these 
towns number. as per census taken by their late agent, 
_ John Ward, Esq., 1,282 families and 5,936 persons of 
which there are 2,084 children under 18 years of age. 
These Pueblos or village Indians are certainly a very in- 
teresting class of people, and although they have not a 
single school at which their children can be taught, they 
show what can be done with Indians who are induced to 
give their attention to industrial pursuits, and what would 
be the result to our Territory could we have the savage 
tribes located upon reservations and ee to labor as do 
the: Pueblos, 
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- We have in our midst and on our border the following © 
savage Indians: Three bands of Apaches who naaber 
2,500. The Navajos who are supposed to number over 
12,000, and more than four thousand of whom are still 
-in open hostility, also, three bands of Utahs who number 
2,400. Total number of savage Indians:16,900. 


_ These Indians are at this time as much uncivilized as 
Ski the government first took them in charge, and it is 
my.opinion that they will remain in the same state until 
they are settled, each tribe of Indians on a separate resér- 
vation and compelled to cultivate the soil or labor at other 
pursuits for their aintenance,- -and schools be established 
for the education ofthe children, mentally, morally and 
physically. The reservations should be outside of the 
settlements with a military post at each to prevent the 
Indians from leaving, and the Indian agents should be 
men competent to superintend the schools and should be 
compelled to reside on the reservation, with their Indians. 
The superintendent should also be fully capable to look. 
after the industrial education of the Indian, children and 
should be required to visit each agency and reservation 
at least once in every three months, settle with{the agents 
and hear the complaints of the Indians and thus prevent 
both agents and Indians from constantly. making excuses 
for leaving their agencies to visit Santa Fé at a great ex- 
pense to the government and danger to the settlements 

through which the Indians pass. a 

From my experience and association with Indians previ- 
ous to, and during the period that I had charge of the Utes 
and Apaches as Indian agent and since that time, I have 
become fully convinced that the course I have here sug- 
gested is the proper one to save our country from the 
constant depredations of the savage maranders, at less 
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"expense to the United States, while it will also benefit our 
citizens, and the Indians, and remove the latter out of the: 
way so that our pastoral, agricultural and mineral resources 
can be fully developed, and millions of dollars’ in gold, 

silver, copper and other metals be taken out of our moun- 
tains and . sent to the States, which are now useless in 
consequence of the few thousands of savages, who prevent 
the working of our mines, and without the Government 
adopts some plan like the one I have here inditated, I 
am convinced the Indians will continue to sink deeper in- 
to degradation, 80 long as their practice of begging or | 
E stealing will afford them a means of. subsistence, and so 
long as this is the case there will be no safety to the 
miner or the cultivator of our soil, and our silver, gold 
and precious metals will be locked up in our mountains.

‘Under this head I would also inquire as to whether the 
removal of these bands of Utahs to their former hunting 
grounds in Colorado Territory would not redound to the 
permanent good of this Territory and ‘be void of injurious 
‘results either to said Indians or to thé Territory of Colo- 
rado, viewed from your stand point? 

The various bands of the several tribes of Indians resi- 
dent in this Territory, are like very many foreign tribes 
of their race imbued with the same traditional supersti- 
tions which mark the primeval age of Indian life as reveal- 
ed by history; with a view to the removal of such belief 


as well also as tending to the more rapid development of 


the intellectual endowments naturally possessed by these 
unfortunate people, should not a judicious system of edu- 
eation be adepted and schools established amongst these 
human beings ? : 

These bands are, as you well know, scattered through- 
out the Territory ; the Jicarilla Apaches and Moguache 
Utes dwell near the banks of the Cimarron in the north- 
eastern portion; the Mescalero Apaches are near Bosque 
Redondo ; the Gila Apaches are on the western borders, 
and the Capote and Webinache Apaches occupy the 
northwestern part of the Territory, having their egency 
at Abiquiú. These several bands though constituting 


“~ 
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several distinct tribes of Indians, eaeh of which within 
themselves as a tribe are possessed of associations and tra- 
_ ditions of peculiar interest.and significance to themselves 
as a.tribe, are more or less attached by custom, ificlina- 
tion or affection to their parent homes and would perhaps 
in many instances entertain very serious misgivings as to 
any change whatever as to location, while they might 
readily assent to the measures of improvements contem- 
plated by government with reference to them, and in 
view of this probability the question here presents itself 
as to.the successful accomplishment of their removal to 
the reservations selected for their future occupancy with- 
out ‘serious trouble and bloodshed. . 

Another question I desire to ask is as to whether in 
your opinion it would or it would not be best for govern- 
ment to allow these several bands of. Indians to select their 
reservations as they may desire, instead of having them lo- 
cated by government ? 

If this last measure was adopted would it not for the 
reasons already set forth result in the permanent location 
of these Indians upon the grounds where they now reside 
and in the event of any future disturbance upon their part 
would not that fact tend greatly to the disadvantage of 
the people of the Territory, much more than if these In- 
dians were. concentrated. upon two or three reservations. 


Andagain, were they allowed to make their permanent 
homes in the section of country now occupied by them 
would not the gradually advancing tide of civilization 
sooner or later imperatively demand their removal to 
other locations more remote from settlements and if in 
your opinion such a result seems inevitable would it not 
be better to make such removal now rather than tø post- 
pone it and thereby increase the difficulties of the situa- 


tion?

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' Having located these Indians upon reservations, whether 
_in-tribes collectively or in bands separately, under what, 
if any military survilleance would you place them. with 
special‘reference to the future peace and security of the

At the personal interviews between us, several senators 
expressed their convictions that the Navajoes now located 
at the: Bosque Redondo Reservation, should be-removed 
to their own country, meaning the mountainous region ‘of 
country. on the -western . borders of the Territory, where 
the hostile portion: of this tribe: is now confined. ‘I sub- 
mit whether in view of the vast mineral wealth contained 
in those mountains, it would not be more . expedient: to 
locate the entire tribe of Navajoes'at.the Bosque Redon- 
do, or elsewhere, rather than by their ccupancy,; of .these 
mountains allow the rich. mines. of gold, silver and; other 
precious metals to remain undisturbed ? 

Your valleys or plains under a judicions system of irri- 
gation are susceptable of a high degree of cultivation. 
Their magnitude is sufficient: not only to-support the. pre- 
sent and prospective number of civilized people,’ but to in- 
elude also all those Indians now within your borders, and 
that too without any encroachment of the one upon the 
other. . ` | as 

Such a disposition | of these Indians would leave your 
mineral wealth to be developed by the people aided and 
assisted. by mechanical skill, and my casual observation 
as to the richness and extent of this wealth impels me to 
say than I believe you possess sufficient resources in gold 
dust alone to pay the entire national debt twice over. 

The system of peonage as at present established in your 
inidst seems to conflict with the organic act of congress 
prohibiting slavery in the Territories, and should be so 
modified by legislative action, The act recently submit- 
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ted for your consideration by the honorable sain de of 
the Territory seems to aim at this result. E

Graves, Esq., special Indian Agent of the United.States 
for New Mexico, remitted to the Legislative Assembly 
through the Governor, to report that said committee has 
carefully considered the interrogatories, and submit the

IN RELATION TO THE NAVAJOS. 


1. We approve of the Reservation system, and believe 
it to be the only means by which the interests of the Ter- 
ritory can be permanently secured; but we disapprove of 
the establishment of the Navajos upon the aie Redon- 


do Reservation. 


2. Volunteer campaigns; conducted according to the 
customs of the country, as also military campaigns at the 
same time, entirely independent of each other, neither to 
cease operations against the Indians until they are entire- 
ly subjugated ; this we believe to be the only measure 
that we can recommend to compel that portion of the Na- 
vajo nation not yet subjugated to establish themselves up- 
on reservations. — 


3. We do not approve of the Navajos being perma- 
nently established upon the Bosque Kedondo Reservation 
‘on account of its proximity to the settlements of our Ter- 
ritory. We would recommend that said Indians be re-. 
moved to the confluence of the Rio Bonito with the Pecos 
river, or to.a point on the Colorado river about eighty 
miles below Fort Bascom, on reservations, ranches or 
pneblos, with the limits of said establishments well defin- 
ed ;-—which, in our opinion, would secure the Territory 
from further molestation from these savages whose depre- 
dations have been so frequent during many years past in 
consequence of there wandering propensities. We will, 
however, accept with pleasure such disposition as the gov~ 
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ernment in its wisdom | may make of these Indians. We 
would recomménd that’ Indian : agents have the supervision 
of said Indians:on their respective reservations, with a 
military force. sufficient to prevent the Indians from leav- 
ing the reservation, and when the reservation is perma- 
nently established, and the lines thereof well defined, 
should. any of the Indians leave the reservation they 
should be punished as fugitives, and in case of resistance 
they should be considered in open hostility to the whites 
and be killed. `’ 

4. We believe the military department (exceptin but a 
few cases) has done very little towards the subjugation of 
the hostile Indians of New. Mexico ; ; and we believe, that 
with special reference to the. Navajos, its acts have not 
been characterized with efficiency or humanity, and it is 
not entitled to praise therefore :. and we are satisfied that 
their efforts, efficiency and humanity have not contributed 
to elevate or improve said tribe, and that their policy has 
caused the contrary. 

5. It is evident that there are to be found amongst o our 
people some Indian captives whe, according to ancient 
custom, have become constituted as adopted children of © 
_ the persons under whose.control they are, and they are 
treated by them as members of their legal family, and 
as such many of them are adopted and married, and en- 
joy the same gnoranteei as nop arate children. 


“IN RELATION TO THE. APACHES, 


6. It is our conviction that the Mescalero and Gila 
Apaches constitute only one tribe, different in name to 
distinguish them, and no harmony can be expected to exist 
between them and the Navajos in case they are placed tos 
gether on a reservation, as they have always been, inimi- 
eal to each other, and are still so at this time; therefore 
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we recominend that the Apaches be. placed on reservations 
upon the. Gila river, separately in ranches, sections of 
pueblos, ete. This being their native country, we doubt 
not but that-they will Jive satisfied and happy under the 
supervision of their agent and in military custody. 

7. The:proper disposition in regard to the Gila Apaches 
is to make constant war upon them according to the cus- 
toms of this country, until they are subdued and estab- 
lished upon reservations together with the Mescaleros. 


` IN RELATION TO THE UTAH. INDIANS. 


That these Indians be established upon reservations on 
the Sahuachi tiver in the northwestern part of our Terri- 
ritory, under the immediate supervision of their agents, 
with the ‘aid of the military, dividing them in ranches, 
sections, pueblos, etc. It .is known ‘that that has been 
their country, and undoubtedly they will live happy there 
although at all times they liavé shown their ill will to live 
under such a system. 

Tt is also a fact’ that the ‘various bands of the different 
Indian tribes, who live within the limits of our territory, 
are similar te many foreign tribes of their race, so far as 
traditions and superstitions are concerned ; in view “of 
which the proper way- will bethe establishment of christian 
schools to educate the youth of said tribes, and to perfect . 
and conduct them into the paths of civilization. 

The Jicarillo Apaches and Utah Mahuaches’should be 
placed together with the other bands of Utahs, upon the 
Saguachi river, as they have always lived together, and 
never have had any troubles between themselves, but on 
the contrary they sympathize with each other in a wonder- 
ful manner. : 

Although in every way the Indians entertain bad feel- 
ings and adverse sentiments to the white man, yet when 
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it becomes necessary under a system of civilized govern- 
wment to change the Indian into a civilized being he must 
be ‘compelled. to live under the laws, usages and customs 
of:that government which takes, so much interest in his 
welfare. Under all circumstances, itis better that the 
government would select the proper reservations for the 
Indians instead of leaving the Indian at liberty to . select 
them, because in the last case, ‘the savage would be placed 
as superior in judgment to the civilized man. | 

- The foregoing -reasons seem to indicate of themselves 
what will be the future results, and they will prove to be 
conformable with the wishes of the Indians, and once 
carried inte effect, the evils which so long have been suf- 
fered by this country would be prevented. 

Butinno way-does ft appear’ reasonable to let them 
select their permanent homes in the section of ‘country 
now occupied by them, as it might result ‘to the injury of 
both the government and the people, to remove them in 
time coming. 

The reasons set forth show clearly how and where the 
Indians should be established, andthe aid of the military 
arm is demanded to accomplish the desired effect. 


The vast mineral resources which are deposited i in the | 
Navajo country, call the enterprising artisan to develop” 
them, and reward the industrious and laboring man, and 
therefor if is proper to open this country for settlement. 

The extensive plains and valleys of our country are 
susceptible of a high degree of cultivation, but it requires 
the opening of artesian wells to carry the measure inte 
effect. 

After disposing of and placing the ‘Indians under the 
system of pueblos the white man can explore at large the 
mountains ang dig out the precious metals, and give our 
Territory a new impetus. — 
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The system of ‘‘peonage” has-been permanent in our 
country from anciént times, but in no way. is. it considered 
as slavery. In. law and equity they. enjoy the same 
rights and privileges extended to all citizens. 

. Having received-your suggetions, we feel highly rA 
and-we doubt not. for a. moment that: they were givew 
with honest intentions, from. one with whom our sympa- 
thies respond,. and who availed, himself of: the opportuni- 
ties for our walfare in the matter, and as the true sons of 
the people of New Mexico, and the representatives of the 
same, in our sound and, impartial judgment, we hope 
that the reasons set forth will meet your entire satisfaction, 
leaving. them to. your, serious. consideration,

trary to the wishes of the people of this Territory. The 
law as it now stands takes all the power from the hands 
of the people. and their representatives and places the 
same in the hands ofa single individual. 

Your memorialists, therefore, would most respectfully 
ask your honorable bodies to amend the organic act of 
this Territory in section 3, so that it read in the same way 
as the organic act of Colorado, approved March 2, 18 ee 
which reads as follows, to wit: 

‘< That every act that may be passed by the Legislative 
Assembly shall be, before the same is enforced as law, 
presented to the Governor of the Territory who shall sign 
it in case it meets with his approval; otherwise he shall 
return the same to the house where it originated together 
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with his objections, which shall be recorded in the journal, 
and the house shall proceed to reconsider the act. If, 
after such reconsideration, two-thirds of the members of 
that house shall agree in the passage of the act, the samé 
together with the objections shall be sent to the other 
house, in which the act shall be reconsidered in the same 
wgy, and if approved by two-thirds of the members of 
that house, shall be considered as a law. But in all cases 
of such nature the vote in both houses shall be determined 
by ayes and noes, which shall be recorded in the journals 
~of each house respectively. If any act is not returned 
within three days (Sundays excepted) after said act has 
been presented, the same shall be considered as a law and 
as if it was signed, provided, the assembly by being ad- 
journed shall have embarrassed its return, in which case 
it shall not be considered as law. 

Your memorialists, being confident, that this amend- 
ment will be in itself more republican, and in conformity 
with the laws of the United States government, 

We, therefore, ask the adoption of the same by your 
honorable bodies; as in duty bound, we shall ever pray. 

Resolved, That the Hon. Secretary of the Territory be, 
and he is hereby requested to transmit certified copies of 

‘the foregoing memorial to the President of the Senate 
and to the Speaker of the House of Representatives of 
the Congress of the United States. 


II. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America, in Congress assembled : 
Your memorialists, the Council and House of Repre- 
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sentatives of the Territory of New Mexico, would most 
humbly and respectfully represent to your Hon. Bodies : 
That the topographical situation of the valley of Taos in 
the country of Taos in said Territory, deserves the most 
high and serious consideration of your Hon. Bodies. This 
is the most fertile valley in New Mexico, an abundance of 
grain is harvested, sufficient to supply the extreme wants 
of all the Territory; but, situated as it is, surrounded in 
all directions by high and inaccessible mountains, the 
great and impassable cañon of the Rio Grande being sit- 
uated west of this valley, by which obstacles it is depri- 
ved of natural wagon roads, and appears as but a por- 
tion of barren land. 


Your memorialists would further represent that the 
valley of Taos, which comprises the county of Taos, is in- 
habited by a population of about ten thousand -souls of 
both sexes, grown persons and children, and unfortunate- 
ly this large and important population remains in a state 
of inactivity for the want of roads, which deprives the in- 
dustrious and indefatigable farmer of the just compen- 
sation of his labor in the land he inhabits, and in which 
.- he works so hard in the hot summer and expends his time 
in the cultivation of the soil, which reward does not afford 
him the clothing for himself and his family, nor do the 
products of his labor benefit his countrymen abroad, be- 
cause the transportation of the grain from this place to 
other points requires a expense of three times 'as much 
as itis worth, and which the poor farmer cannot defray. 


Your memorialists would further represent that the 
valley of Taosis also abundant in natural.resources and 
mineral wealth, not surpassed by the richest mines 
found ‘on the American continent. During the past year 
discoveries of veins of gold, silver and other precious and 
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useful metals have been 'made, which only need the indus- 
try and enterprise of man to be developed. 


Your memorialists would farther represent that the 
construction of a wagon road-in the direction of the Rio 
del Norte, to any other point in a straight line from the 
valley of Taos, that may be proposed by a board appoin- 
ted for the purpose, would facilitate wagon transportation 
from the valley of Taos to any place in the Territory, and 
this would prove to be the most just and proper course, 
not only to the inhabitants of the Territory, but also to 
the .general government by reducing the heavy expenses 
of the national treasury that are now incurred to supply 
the troops by the transportation of grain and provisions 
from points outside of the Territory. Furthermore, it 
would invite emigration to the valley of Taos, which 
would rapidly fill with industry and capital, and transform 
the mountains into picturesque and fertile grounds. 


Your memorialists would further represent that the 
construction of this road is imperatively demanded by the 
necessities and pressing wants of the Territory, and which 
necessities are annually represented to your honorable 
bodies by this Legislative Assembly, praying that it be 
carried into. effect. 


Therefore, your memorialists pray that the amount of 
one hundred and fifty thousand dollars be appropriated by 
your honorable bodies to be expended in the construction 
of ‘said road under such restrictions and directions as the 
wisdom of your honorable bodies may deem proper for 
the early completion of this great enterprise which will 
contribute so greatly to the advancement and prosperity 
of this remote territory, and we hope from the paternal 
affection of Congress that our request will be duly at- 
tended to. 
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And as in duty bound your memorialists will ever 
pray, etc. | |

“Lo the Senate and House of Representatives of the Uni- 
- ted States of America, in Congress assembled : 
The Legislative Assembly of the Territory of New 
_ Mexico, believing that it is of great importance and ne- | 
-cessity for the people of this Territory, that the Internal 
Revenue and tax laws, now in force in the United States 
and applicable in this Territory, ‘be published in the Span- 
ish language for the general information of the people of 
this Territory, Therefore : 
Your memorialists, most respectfully represent before 
your honorable bodies and pray, that the Secretary of 
“the Treasury of the United States be in some way direc- 
ted to place at the disposal of the Secretary of this Terri- 
tory, a sufficient sum to pay for the printing of the neces- 
sary number of copies of said laws, to be distributed ac- 
cording to the regulations established by law. 7 
Your Memorialists, would call the attention of your 
honorable bodies in the present case, to section twelve of 
the Organic Law of this Territory, which reads as follow : 
‘‘There shall be also appropriated annually a sufficient 
sum to be disbursed by the Secretary of the Territory, ac- 
cording to the estimate that shall be made by the Seere- 
tary of the Treasury of the United States, to pay the ex- 
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penses of the Legislative Assembly, the printing of the 
Jaws, and other incidental expenses ; and the Secretary of 
the Territory shall account annually to the Secretary of 
the United States Treasury for the manner in which said 
sum shall have been disbursed.” . 

Your memorialists most respectfully submit to your 
honorable bodies this matter for your high consideration, 
and as in duty bound we shall ever pray ete. 


IV — 
To the honorable Congress of the United States : 

Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of New Mexico, would respectfully represent ; 
That by an act of Congress, approved March 3, 1863, 
the sum of $20,000 was appropriated for the purchase 
of a site, and the erection of a penitentiary in the Terri- 
` tory of New Mexico, David Merriwether, Governor of 
the Territory, and by appointment, of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, commissioner and disbursing agent for the 
public buildings of New Mexico, proceeded in the winter 
of 1854 and-the spring of 1855, to select a site, and 

commence the erection of a penitentiary. : 
Plans and drawings were forwarded from the Treasury 
Department, upon which Governor Merriwether, as com- 
missioner, directed the Superintendent to proceed to con- 
struct the work. It was evident to all, theleast conversant 
with such work, that, in New Mexico, where so many 
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difficulties are met with in such class of constructions that 
the appropriations would not half complete the structure, 
called for by the plans, elevations and specifications for- 
warded by the Treasury Department; and furthermore, 
that could the buildings have been completed, they would 
not have been adequate to the necessities of the Territory. 


‘The work was carried on according to the plan, until 
the appropriation was exhausted, when the work ceased 
in April 1857. The heavystone foundation, of the outer 
wall of the prison yard, laid in cement, eighteen cells 
completed, this, with the delivery of a large amount. of 
massive:stone on the ground, is all that the 20,000 dol- 
lars accomplished. 

Your memorialists, have repeatedly brought this matter 
to the attention of Congress, but as yet with no favorable 
result. But in view of the known generosity. and justice 
of the United States, toward the Territories, and being 
fully impressed with the belief, that the importance of 
carrying out the laws, and the suppression of crime, 
and insuring the common peace and safety of the Terri- 
tory, is appreciated by Congress, and that you will not 
permit this building to stand thus unfinished, and useless, 
decaying by exposure, a reproach upon the liberality and 
justice of the Government. Therefore, 

Your memorialists would further serene, that for 
want of this Penitentiary, criminals, convicted of the high- 
est crimes and misdemeanors, roam the Territory with 
impunity, and go unpunished; there being no jails or 
prisons, in any part of the Territory adequate for their 
safe detention, or to enable the officers of justice to en- 
force the sentence of the law. The administration of the 
criminal law, has, in consequence, in many parts of our 
Territory, become almost a mockery ; so murderers often 
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escape punishment, and thieves go at large to renew their 
depredations, and the law cannot bė enforced against 
them, nor can they be restrained from the further com- 
mission of crime, unless a place of secure confinement be 
provided. | 

Your Memorialists, would therefore ask your honor- 
able body, to make an appropriation of seventy-five thou- 
sand dollars, and machinery necessary, for the pur- 
chase of a site at or near some stream, where water can 
be obtained, so as to run machinery, and where the con- 
victs can be made to work, and thus support themselves 
at less expense to the government of the United States 
and this Territory. | 

Your Memorialists, would also ask, that authority be 
given to the Hon. Secretary of the U. 5. .Treasury, to 
have the stone and material, in the present unfinished . 
penitentiary, used in finishing the capitol building, and 
the site sold, and the proceeds appropriated to the pur- 
chase of a new site where there is a sufficiency of water. 


Your Memorialists, respectfully refer to Hon. J. Fran- 
cisco Chavez, our delegate in Congress, for further par- 
ticulars and explanations in regard to the urgent necessi- . 
ty for a penitentiary in New Mexico. 


V. 


To the Senate and House of er ae of the Uni- 
ted States ia Congress assembled : 


Your memorialists, the Council and House of Repre- 
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sentatives of the Territory of New Mexico, would most 
respectfully represent that the revised code, prepared and 
corrected by the committee appointed for that purpose, 
presented on the 10th day of February, 1865, in confor- 
mity with the act of January of the same year, contains 
an act approved February 2d, 1860, giving jurisdiction to 
the probate judges of the several counties both in eivil 
and criminal cases, which act is found on page 131 of said 
_ revised code, and the Legislature which passed and sanc- 
tioned the same was of opinion that it was in conformity 
with section 10 of the organic law of this Territory which 
reads as follows, to wit: 

‘< The jurisdiction of the several courts herein provided 
for, both appelate and original, and that‘of the probate 
courts and of justices of the peace shall, be as limited by 
law; provided, that justices of the peace shall not have 
jurisdiction of any matter in controversy when the title or 
boundaries of land may be in dispute, or where the debt 
or sum claimed shall exeeed one hundred dollars.” 

As the district courts have decided in open court that 
the probate courts have no jurisdiction either in criminal 
or civil cases, this error exists in our code by the act re- 
ferred to, passed on the year aforesaid, which gives juris- 
diction to the probate courts in civil cases when the 
amount does not exceed five hundred dollars, and in crim- 
inal cases when the fine or punishment does not exceed 
fifty dollars, according to the commission of the erme. 
We are fully convinced of the good effects resulting from 
this law, as it prevents the delay of cases and crime is 
sooner punished. But if our code conflicts in that respect 
with the said section 10th of the organic act of this Terri- 
tory, we humbly ask that said organic law be amended so 
that the probate courts be authorited to decide civil cases 
where the amount does not exceed one thousand dollars. 
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and in criminal cases where the fine or punishment does 
not exceed one hundred dollars. : 

We therefore ask that such amendment be made, and 
as in duty bound shall ever pray, etc. 


Be it resolved, That the honorable Secretary. of the 
Territory be, and he is hereby, requested to transmit cer- 
tified copies of the foregoing memorial to the president of 
the Senate, to the speaker of the House of Representatives 
and to our delegate in Congress. 


VI. 


To the honorable Congress of the United States of Amer- 
ica: 

The memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
ritory of New Mexico respectiully showeth : 

That the amounts appropriated by Congress for the 
completion of a territorial capitol at Santa Fe, having 
been expended previous to the month of April, 1857, and 
the subsequent appropriation not being sufficient to com- 
plete the work, the building has remained in an unfinished 
condition exposed to the vicissitudes of the weather for 
several years past, from which unavoidable exposure much 
damage and loss has naturally resulted to the woodwork 
and material on hand, and the building is in such a condi- 
tion that it cannot be used until completed. 

All the details in respect to this most important work 
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are contained in the reports of the various officers in 
charge of the works, and which are on file in the Treasu- 
ry Department. 

An estimate was made by competent workmen and for- 
warded to the Treasury Department by the Hon. W. F. 
M. Arny, Secretary of the Territory, who was appointed 
last. year by the Hon. Secretary of the Treasury to look 
after the publie buildings and report. In consequence of 
the losses and damages sustained by this building in its 
unfinished condition for several years, and the further ex- 
posure before work can again commence on it, the esti- 
mate for the completion of the work is stated at one hun- 
dred and twenty thousand dollars. The Hon. Secretary 
of the Territory, after a thorough investigation, reports 
that an appropriation of seventy thousand dollars in addi- 
tion to what has been appropriated, will be sufficient to 
complete the building and furnish it for the use of the 
Legislature and the offices of the government. 

Your memorialists therefore respectfully urge that an 
additional appropriation of seventy thousand dollars be 
made by Congress for that purpose. — ! 

And as in duty bound, your petitioners will ever 
pray, etc. 


VII. 


To the honorable Congress of the United States. 


Your Memorialists, the Council and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the -Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
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of New Mexico, would most respectfully represent : That 
for many years the citizens of this Territoy have suffered 
annually in the loss of life and property, from the depre- 
dations of the Indians, in our midst, and by whom we 
are surrounded. | 

By the reports which are on file in the office of the 
Secretary of this Territory, the loss of life and property, 
up to’ this date, 1s as follows, viz: 123 persons repor- 
ted killed ; 32 persons reported wounded; 21 persons 
taken captives. Property stolen: 3,559 horses, mules 
and asses; 18,473 head of cattle and 294,740 head of 
sheep and goats, valued at the total sum ($1,377,329 60) 
one million three hundred and seventy-seven thousand 
three hundred and twenty nine dollars and sixty cents.” 


More than eighteen years have . now passed since our 
Territory was received as such, under the. protection of 
the United States, and during all that number of years, 
eur people have been suffering unceasingly from: the loss. 
of life and property, occasioned by the incursions made 
upon them by the tribes of hostile Indians, notwithstand- — 
ing the vigilance and efforts of ourselves and the troops 
of the Government. | 

In addition to the amount of reports made, by law, to: 
_ the Secretary of our Territory, we are confident .that 
many thousand horses, cattle, sheep and other property, 
in which our wealth consists, have been, during the last 
ten years, annually swept from us by these barbarians, 
which have not been reported. Our people lie down to 
sleep, surrounded by abundance, but they arise in the 
morning to learn, that, during the night, they have been 
robbed. 

Such has been the condition of affairs in this Territory 
for a series of years, and although some provisions have 
been made by the Congress of the United States, to re- 
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imburse such of our citizens, as have been thus robbed, 
by the savages of their property; it has, as yet, beew 
found impracticable on account of the complicated requi-- 
sites of the law upon the subject, for those who have suf- 
fered the loss to comply with the requirements of the law 
in force, in making up their claims for indemnification, 

Your memorialists, in view of the facts above mention- 
ed, and the impossibility of remedying them under exist- 
ing laws, would most respectfully request, that a board’ 
of commissioners be created, to consist of three persons, 
appointed by the Hon. Secretary of the Interior Depart- 
ment, to hear the complaints of our people; to examine 
the testimony presented to establish the losses our citizens: 
have suffered by Indian depredations, and to report to 
the Secretary of the Interior Department the amount that: 
. should be paid to the people of New Mexico, so that: 
those who are rightly entitled, may receive their justi 
dues. oo 

And your memorialists, as ia duty bound will ever 
pray. | | 


Resolved, That the Hon. Secretary of the Territory, 
be, and he is hereby, requested to forward certified copies — 
of the above memorial to the Vice President of the Uni- 
ted States, with the request, that he will communicate it 
the Honorable United States Senate ;: also, to the Hon..

Territory of New Mexico be admitted into the Union as 
the State of New Mexico, whenever our constitution is 
approved by the people of New Mexico and presented for 
the approval of your honorable body. 

And your memorialists, as in duty bound, will ever 
pray, etc. 


Resolved by the Council the House of Representatives con- 
curring therein : That the Hon. Secretary of the Territory 
is hereby requested to transmit certified copies of this me- 
morial to the honorable President of the Senate, the hon- 
orable Speaker of the House of Representatives, and to 
the Hon. J. Francisco Chaves, our delegate in Con- 
press.

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To His. Excellency, Andrew Johnson, President of the 

United States, and the Hon. Secretary.of Wars; 

Your memorialists the Council and House of-Represen- 
tatives of the Legislative’ Assembly of the ‘Territory ‘of 
New Mexico, would !most respectfúlly -represent to. you: 
that the necessity -of the. establishment of a military post 
in the western portion of thé ‘county of Socorro, in the 
Territory of New ‘Mexico, is’ daily beingfelt by our people. 
This is a point though which ‘the Navajo" Indians, and 
the Coyoteros, Mimbrefios,' and Gila: Apaches’ penetrate 
into our settlements and’ affords: ‘to them ‘more -facilities 
than any other.point to commit: theirt depredations at all 
times upon our people, as the mountains and thè hiding 
places where’ they conceal themselves are so contiguous to 
to the frontier. Their continued attacks upon the people 
of the county of Socorro and also in the interior settlements 
of New Mexico is easy, there being no force stationed on 
that frontier to prevent their. penetration into the western 
settlements of Socorro county and to frustrate their es- 
cape with their prey ; and therefore, a’ military: force sta- 
tioned at the head of the waters of the Ojo de la Culebra, 
would easily prevent the pass of the four named bands gf 
' Indians into our settlements, and:a small force so station- 
ed-would be more serviceable for the protection of our 
frontiers against the incursions of these rapacious savages, 
than the whole force now stationed in some other places 
where the protection of our frontiers is to distant, that 
when it is necessary ts ask the aid of the troop its cannot 
be obtained before these savages have completed their 
work of extermination and escaped from punishment. Such 


immediate protection is more necessary on account of the 
əl 
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constant escape of a great portion of the Navajoes now 
held as prisoners of war at the Bosque Redondo Reserva- 
tion, as it is evident that a large number of them have 
made their escape through this gap knowing their safety 
on account of being no force stationed there to prevent it. 
This point affords the best and richest commodities for the 
establishment of military post for its abundance in pastures 
fuel, timbers and other natural resources, which the Gov- 
ernment could obtain at small expenses to furnish the 
force there atationed. The establishment of this military 
post would protect the counties of Socorro and Valencia, 
and other portions of the Territory of New Mexico from 
the incursions of the savage foe, btherwise no measures 
taken to prevent their depredations in that quatier will 
give a good result. Therefore, 

Your memorialists most respect fully pray that a military 
post be established in the -point referred to as soon as 
practicable under the direction of the military commander 
of the department. 

‘And your memorialists, asin duty bound, shall ever 
pray etc. 

Resolved by the Gaal and House of Representatives :— 
That the Hon. Secretary of the Territory of New Mexico 
shall immediately after the passage of this memorial 
transmit certified copies of it to the Hon. Secretary of 
War, to Major General John Pope Commander of this 
Department, and to Hon. José Francisco Chavez, our 
delegate in Congress. x

Your memorialists, the Council and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Territory of New Mexico most respect- 
fully represent to your Excellency and the War Depart- 
ment, that Brevet Major General James H. Carleton of 
of the. United States Volunteers has commanded the 
troops in the territory for more than three years, and 
that during this time, with all the means and resources 
necessary in his hands, has failed entirely in reducing the 
the Indians to subjection, or in giving peace and security 
to the inhabitants ofthe country; all this time keeping 
the forces under his command stationed at points that 
are never threatened by the hostile Indians, but which 
are very lucrative for sutlers and speculators, and by a 
continued system of falsification unworthy of the character 
of an officer or soldier, has represented to the general 
government the contrary, and thus by pernicious manage- 
ment to our citizens and their interests, which is well 
known by the inhabitants of this Territory, has acquired 
credit and military position which he does not deserve. 


Satisfied that his military edministration has been a 
terrible calamity to the people of this Territory and their 
interests, not only in not having discharged his duties in 
protecting our interests when threatened by the Indians, 

whose savage forays during the time above stated have 
been more frequent and haye committed more murders 
and theftsjthan ever before in the same length of time, and 
when he hasbeen informed of depredations having been 
committed by the Indians, he has denied the facts charg- 
ing the Mexican people of this country with the crime, 
thereby calumniating our people. 
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Therefore, we most respectfully represent to your Ex- 
cellency and the War Department that the continuation 
of said General in the command . of the troops of this mi- 
litary district is utterly pernicious, injurious and contrary 
to the security of our lives and ‘interests; and we most 
humbly pray your Excellency and the War Department, 
that a more able officer, who will not abuse to such an 
extent the power with which he is clothed by the Gov- 
ernment be immediately placed in his stead. ` 

And as in duty bound, your petitioners will ever 
pray, etc.

To His Excellency, Andrew J ohnson, President of the - 

United States : | 

Your memorialists, the Council and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico, would most respectfully represent that the 
incumbent of the office of surveyor general of this Terri- 
tory, John A..Clark, is not a citizen or resident of this 
Territory ; that during the four years he has held thé of- 
fice he has not been in the. Territory more than half the 
time, and he is not identified with our interests except so 
far as he a interests in mining speculations, etc., in the 
Territory. ` 

He has accreted no private Tent claims during the

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four years that he has been in office, although many cases 
have been filed, covering a large portion of the best lands 
in the Territory, which would revert to the government 
of the United States if the titles to the same should prove 
invalid, and would be subject to settlement and improve- 
ment by our citizens, thousands óf whom are seeking 
lands for settlement and are prévented bya want of 
knowledge as to Taa are private, and what are’ public 


lands. 


He has surveyed no lands in this Territory, although 
there are many rich and fertile valleys that might be 
brought into market if they were surveyed and properly 
. described; nor has he surveyed any lands in Arizona, 
while there are appropriations unexpended both for the 
surveys of this Territory and Arizona. 


We therefore most respectfully request your E:xcellen- 
cy not to reappoint John A. Clark as surveyor general, 
but to place in that position some person fully competent, 
who will have the lands surveyed so that our citizens can 
make settlements and the general government derive 
something from the public domain. 

And your memorialists, as in duty bound-will ever 
pray. 

Resolved by the Council the House of Representatives con- 
curring therein: That the Hon. Secretary of the Territory 
is hereby requested to transmit certified copies of this mg- 
morial to His Excellency, the President of the United 
States, tothe honorable President of the Senate, the hon- 
orable Speaker of the House of Representatives, to 
the honorable Commissioner of the General Land Office, 
to the honorable B. F. Wade, Chairman of the Commit- — 
tee on Territories, and to the Hon. J. Francisco Chaves, 
our delegate in Congress. 
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To His Excellency, the President of the United States 
and the Hon. Secretary of War: 

Your memorialists, the Council and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of New Mexico, would respectfully represent that the 
Head Quarters of the District of New Mexico is now 
about twelve hundred miles distant from the Department 
Head Quarters at St. Louis, Missouri, about eight hun- 
dred miles of which is across a desert almost void of veg- 
etation and infested by Indians at war with the United 
States. Our people are peculiarly situated; we have no 
railroad or telegraph communication with the commercial 
cities of the Union, our mails are constantly exposed to 
destruction by hostile Indians, and the only market which 
-our people have for their produce is our home consump- 
tion, and for the surplus, that afforded by the purchases 
made by the officers of the government for military use. 


Since New Mexico hts been a part of the United States 
and until within the last three years, a large portion of 
the grain and all the long forage required for the public 
service has been supplied by our citizens, and this has 
induced our citizens to become cultivators of the soil. 

During the last three years large quantities of grain 
and beef cattle have been purchased for military use in 
‘the states which could have been purchased here, but was 
bought in the states at higher prices for, we believe, the 
purpose of benefitting speculators and other interested 
parties to the injury of our citizens. Formerly, most of 
the supplies were furnished by the producers themselves 
without going through the hands of speculators. 

If this Territory 1s continued as a military district, even 
should a portion of the supplies be purchased here, the 
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money will not be paid here, but the accounts being sent 
to Saint Louis for settlement, the delay caused thereby 
will not only be seriously felt by the people of this Terri- 
tory, but it will make the poor and confiding producer 
distrustful, and perhaps, cause them to part with what is 
due them from the government, to speculators and others 
who will, whenever opportunity offers be ready and will- 
ing to prey upon their necessities, and you will at once 
perceive that this state of things will necessarily make 
the supplies required cost the government of the United 
States much more than if purchased and paid for within 
the limits of the Territory. 
_ We, therefore, most respectfully and earnestly request 
you to make the Territory of New Mexico a Military De- 
' partment as formerly, and to. place it under the command 
of a military officer who will look less to his own interest 
and more to the interest of the government and the peo- 
ple of the Territory. 
And as in duty bound your memorialists will ever 

pray, etc.
